THOUSANDS ATTEND

MOSCOW, Feb. 16 (AP)—Thou- 
sands took part yesterday in the 
burial services for Col. Gen, Lev 
Mekhlis, Jewish member of the 
central committee of the Com- 
munist party, whose ashes follow- 
ing cremation were placed not far 
from Lenin’s tomb in Red Square.

BONN, Germany. 


HE initial offering of the western world in the bidding for 
the future support of Germany was designed to be anything 
but attractive to the Germans. 

The “Morgenthau plan” for making a “cow pasture” of Hitler’s 
smashed Reich, was abandoned before the war ended, but the direc- 
tives under which Gen. Eisenhower established the United States 
military government were only a little less severe and, as it turned 
out, only a little less unworkable. 


Basic Allied policy was nega- 
tive. Germany was to be “de- 
thissed,” and. “de-thatted,” and 
“de-everythinged,” while the 
United States and the other West- 
ern powers were “de-mobilized.” 

It' was the prospect of this al- 
luring vacuum which seems to 
have induced the Soviet decision, 
sometime early in 1946, to shoot 
the works, to have a go for all 
of Europe. Until that time the 
Russians were not clear them- 
selves about how they would ap- 
proach the “German problem.” 

The positive aspects of Allied 
policy were vague. The people 
whom Hitler had described as 
“the master race” were to be 
given an opportunity to develop 
“democratic ways,” but the plan 
wos awkward and puhconvincing.

Democracy Became Confused. 


As the war neared its disas- 
trous end, cynical Berliners 
e’cered each other by saying, “If 
you think this is tough, wait for 
the peace.”

Instantly the ghosts of Ger- 
many’s past, the hatreds and fears 
of centuries, rose to haunt the 
negotiations. For understandable 
reasons, no matter how they may 
be deplored, there is great emo- 
tional .reluctance among Euro- 
pean nations about accepting the 
Germans as full and equal part- 
ners. 


Two Schools of Thought. 
Two schools appeared 
rope, ostensibly following similar 
policies but from vastly different 
motives.

The world bank is a capitalistic institution 
and Tito’s Yugoslavia is a Communist country. 
By the dogmas of Marxism they should be at 


each other's throats. Instead, the world bank 
has just made its third loan to Yugoslavia, and

world can best hope to curtail the Kremlin's 
imperial power. 

Tito broke with Moscow because his country 
refused to be exploited for Soviet Russia's bene- 
fit. He was able to break because he led a 
strongly based indigenous national movement. 
But if the Western world had given the Yugo- 
slavs no alternative means of accomplishing 
their aims—no means of developing their own 
nomic domination from outside—Tito could not 
have withstood the pressures concentrated 
him by the Kremlin. es BO

his break is now paying dividends for Western 
security. He Ras not given up beiag a Com- 
munist, nor abandoned his determination to 
build a socialist state. More important, however, 
he is joining Yugoslavia's onetime enemies,

The lesson is plain. Ideological considerations 
should not be made the main test in determin- 
ing whether a nation gets Western aid in its eco- 
nomic selfdevelopment. The test should be the 
nation’s demonstrated willingness to run its 
own affairs without dictation from Moscow. On 
those terms, the West can offer what Moscow 
cannot—national freedom plus capital for a rich- 
er national life. That is a far more powerful 
magnet than ideological formulas if we can 
bring it to bear.

is an aphorism with a 
history in the literature of 
mother tongue. As much as 
any saying on the record, it has 
inspired writers to virtuosity on 
their iown account. We find a 
modern author saying: “Men can 
be more easily led than driven; 
example is better than precept.” 

Two hundred years earlier, an- 
other celebrated writer put it, 
“Example draws where precept 
fails; and sermons are less read 
than tales.” 


Almost 400 years ago the same 
idea took this form: “One ex- 
ample is more valiable than 20 
preceptes written in bookes.” 

And in its first appearance on 
the written record; this proverbial 
wisdom was credited to St. Aus- 
tin. A manuscript whose inscrip-

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Seeping Stucco. 


HAT’S the way it always 

seems to go. No sooner do you 

get finished telling people 
what to do when water works 
through a brick wall than you 
find that what they really want to 
know is how come water will seep 
through a wall covered with 
stucco, 


Well the obvious thing to look 
for on a stucco wall are cracks. 
They don’t have to be very wide 
cracks because as we've so often 
said, when driven by a strong 
wind, water can slip through a. 
mighty small épening. Cracks, of 
course, should be filled as soon as 
possible with a stucco patching 
compound, 


The next areas to look into are 
seams between the stucco and 
window and door frames. These 


are weak spots in any sort of 

on and unless they are 
tightly caulked you'll have water 
seeping through to damage the 
interior wall. 


Last of all there is the possi- 
bility of the stucco being porous. 
It does happen occasionally if an 
inferior, grade of stucco has been 
used or u it has not been properly 
applied.

Clean Dishes 
Important -to 
Family Health 


Clean hands and clean dishes 
will go a long way toward pro- 
tecting your family from, the in- 
fectious diseases that are so pre- 
valent at this time of year, say 
health specialists of the University 
of Illinois College of Agriculture. 


The homemaker should not only 
wash her hands frequently when 
she is preparing and handling 
food, but should also see that the 
youngsters do a little extra 
scrubbing when colds and flu 
bugs are in the air. 


Plenty of soap, hot water and 
friction are musts for good dish 
washing. Water that is hot enough 
to kill bacteria is too hot for the 
hands, so a final scalding rinse 
is necessary. Water at a tempera- 
ture of 170 to 180 degrees Fahr- 
enheit will kill most germs. 
After a thorough rinsing in water 
this hot, you can eliminate dish 
wiping if you wish. 

Sudsy washing water with an 
adequate amount of soap or de- 
tergent is a good cleansing agent. 
Don't forget to give a little extra 
rub to the rims of glasses and 
cups and the utensils that go in 
the mouth. 


Close Door Quickly 
Don’t open your refrigerator 
any oftener than necessary. And 
close the door as rapidly as possi- 
ble. Needless opening of the door 
makes the refrigerator work 
harder.

Age Levels

66 HEN you say that the 10-year-old child does a certain 
W thing, do you mean that all 10-year-olds do this 

thing? Or at least that they all ought to do the 
thing?” 

Parents ask us this question practically every day. We 
have given the answer often. But since people keep on asking, 
we conclude that we haven't given it often enough. 

Of course the answer is, as a great many of you realize, 
that not all children of any given age behave or should behave 
in the same way. 

For instance, we may tell you that the 5-year-old is as ‘a 
rule a docile, friendly little creature who not only minds his 
mother but likes and wants to mind her—and that the 6-year- 
old is not docile and does not mind readily. 

x * 

HIS MEANS MERELY that on the average, the kind 
of behavior which we describe as 5-year-old behavior, occurs 
when the child is around 5 years of age. That, on the average, 
the change in this behavior which we have designated as 6- 
year-old behavior occurs when the child is around six. And, 
most important, that the 6-year-old kind of behavior is the 
stage that follows the 5-year-old kind. ? 

More often than not, we find that children as they 
grow up not only exhibit these. different stages of behavior 
about as we describe them, but exhibit them in the order that 
we have described, and at the ages which we have indicated. 

Some sort of general time-table is therefore often useful 
in warning you in advance what you may expect. And in 
giving you something to check against as your child grows up. 

However, as in the case of any rule, there are many excep- 
tions. Let's consider as a concrete example the temporary 
“good” stage which many 5-year-olds go through. Your child 
may be advanced and he may already have quieted down and 
reached this “good” stage by the time he is 4, or more likely 
4%. He may be a little slower than the statistical average, 
and not reach this quieted down stage until he is 6. 

=x * 

A YEAR OR TWO variation either way is natural, and 
occurs in many cases. 

Actually, the way that the stages follow each other in 
order is more important than the exact time at which they 
occur. Some scientists think it would be better to call all 
the stages A, B and C or something like that rather than 4- 
year-old, 5-year-old, 6-year-old, etc. We stick to the latter 
for convenience. It is easier and more meaningful to-most 
people to speak in this way. : 9 

But whenever you read about an age level in our column, 
in books, or elsewhere, do not take this information too liter- 
ally. Remember that it merely means in general, or on the 
average. And that many slight deviations are to be expected.

Electricity Takes 
The Labor Out of 


Making Ice Cream 


Just mention the words “ice 
cream” and watch faces brighten 
—the children will glow with an- 
ticipation, the adults’ eyes may 
gleam reminiscently as they re- 
call the old-fashioned summer 
delight. But their enthusiasm may 
wane when they recall how their 
right arms ached after a session 
with the crank. 


That is all changed today, how- 
ever, when motive power for the 
modern ice cream freezer is no 
longer the good husky arms of vol- 
unteers, but a sturdy small elec- 
tric motor that twirls a paddle 
known as a dasher about in the 
mixture of milk, flavoring and ice 
cream powder. The action stops 
when the dessert is ready for 
serving. 

The modern mixer looks much 
like the outdated numbers, with 
one notable exception—that long 
crank that seemed to grow heav- 
jer with each turn has been re- 
placed with a motor. This sur- 
mounts a metal container in 
which the ingredients are mixed. 
The container itself fits inside a 
wooden bucket, and the space be- 
tween is filled with cracked ice 
and rock salt in. a proportion of 
about three to one. 


Agitating the mixture as it is 
cooled by the surrounding pack- 
ing of ice and salt is imperative 
to the process. This beats air into 
the mixture to produce a palat- 
able product. Ice cream without 
whipping would .be like bread 
that has not risen—a sodden mass 
lacking in texture and delecta- 
bility. 

There was another drawback in 
the good old days. Once the mix- 
ture was frozen, all hands had to 
fall to and stow it away before 
it melted, Electricity has solved 
that, too. 

Ice cream which has been made 
extra delicious with fruits, frozen 
by the family, can be stored for 
future enjoyment in the home 
freezer.
